Immediately ‘after the shooting 
Dr. Déespard was taken to the hos- 
pital,’ where ‘preparations were 
made °' for’ ’’an’* ‘operation. A 
call ‘was’ issued ‘for volunteers for' 
a blood ‘trarsfuston‘ and 22 per- 
sons’ responded. Of these N. M. 
Kennedy was selected. It was 
while the surgeons were prepar- 
ing for this ‘operation with Dr. 
Despatfd on ‘the table, that he died. 

In the spring of 1923 Masi, 40 
years old,'a tallor, and Nis wife and 
three children, went to the Meth- 
odist’ Hospital here for’ treatment. 
Ar operation was performed on 
Masi by Dr. Despard. 

“He told us' he did not know the 
man; ‘did not recognize him,”’ 
Thomas Evans said after he had 
visited the surgeon in the Polyclinic

But detectives got at Masi’s his- 
tory and learned that the first op- 
eration performed by Dr. Despard, 
apparently, had not relieved the 
man.

NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—The re- 
cent conventions of the great po- 
litical parties were criticised for 
“making concessions to cowardice” 
by Rt. Rev. Bernard J. Mahoney, 
Bishop of Sioux Falls, 8S. D., in an 
address before the national con- 
vention of the Knights of Colum- 
bus today. 

“The gatherings which should 
have crystallized the soul of Amer- 
ica made a confession to coward- 
ice,”’ he said, “because of the fear 
that the quest for votes might suf- 
fer by an expression of opinion on 
the movement abroad that would 
eliminate Catholics from the privi- 
leges of citizenship and the emol- 
uments of public life.”

Baker Worked as Section Hand 
to Help Pay His Way 
Through Normal School. 


Both Sam A. Baker of Jefferson 


City, Republican nominee for the 
governorship, and Dr. Arthur W. 
Nelson of Bunceton, the Democrat- 
ic nominee, are native Missourians. 

Baker was born in Wayne Coun- 
ty, Southeast Missouri, in Novem- 
ber, 1874. Nelson was born in 
Cooper County, Central Missouri, in 
1877. 

Baker began his mature life as a 
farm laborer. He was eaucated in 
the public schools of Wayne County 
and later the Cape Girardeau Nor- 
mal School, now the Southeast Mis- 
souri Teachers’ College. During 
that period he fired furnaces and 
worked in summer as a railroad 
section hand to pay expenses. 

Later he was a clerk in a post- 
office and after graduation from 
the normal school began teaching 
in a one-room school at Mill 
Springs, Mo. His rise in educa- 
tional work was Steady and he fin- 
ally became principal of the high 
school at Jefferson City, later hold- 
ing the same post at Joplin, then 
being made Superintendent of 
Schools at Piedmont, then Rich- 
mond and finally Jefferson City. 
He was elected State Superintend- 
ent of Schools in 1918, being de- 
feated for re-election in 1922 by 
Charles A. Lee, Democrat, the in- 
cumbent. He has been président 
of the State Teachers’ Association 
and the Association of Young Re- 
publicans of Missourt. 

Nelson Chose to Operate Farm. 

Nelson's boyhood was spent in 
Cooper County, the home of his 
parents and grandparents.

Judge Decides to Carry on Alone in H 
to Fix Punishment of Loeb 
and Leopold.

CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—There will 
be no jury trial for Richard Loeb 
and Nathan Leopold Jr., the mur- 
derers of Robert Franks, unless 
some unforeseen development gives 
a strong and unexpected turn to 
the present hearing before Judge 
Caverly. The Judge made _ that 
Plain in an important ruling yes- 
terday, blasting the hopes and 
thwarting a carefully laid plan of 
the prosecution. 

The State was bitterly disap- 
pointed when that old fox, Clar- 
ence Darrow, entered a plea of 
guilty for his clients, and put the 
question of punishment squarely 
up to Judge Caverly. The State 
wanted a hanging verdict and felt 
sure a jury would return one. Con- 
fronted with the guilty plea, State's 
Attorney Crowe still did not sur- 
render hope for a jury trial. In 
Judge Caverly’s declaration that, 
if he became convinced the de- 
fendants were legally insane, he 
would order a jury impaneled, the 
prosecutor thought he saw a4 
chance. 

Throughout the cross-examina- 
tion of the defense’s allenists, he 
has sought to wring from them the 
statement that Loeb and Leopold 
were insane, hoping, in the event of 
such a declaration, that the Judge 
would call a jury to hear a plain 
insanity defense. This plan of the 
State amounted to proving the de- 
fendants insane before the Judge in 
order to have an opportunity later 
of proving them sane before a jury.

PONZI'S SENTENCE IN 
FEDERAL PRISON ENDS 


Get-Rich-Quick Swindler Tries 
to Raise $14,000 Bail on 
State Charges. 


By the Associated Press. 
PLYMOUTH, Mass., Aug. 6.— 


Charles Ponzi, his term as a Fed- 
eral, prisoner ended, left the Plym- 
outh jail today. Accompanied by 
a deputy sheriff, he went to Bos- 
ton and furnished $14,000 bail re- 
quired of him on charges brought 
in the State courts in corfnection 
with his financial schemes. 

Four years ago Ponzi attracted 
the attention of the whole country 
by his offer to pay huge iuterest 
on short term investments in his 
Securities Exchange Co. of Bos- 


ton, which purported to operate a/ 


plan of dealing in international! 
postal reply coupons and to be 
making great profits through the 
depreciation in foreign exchange. 
Thousands of persons entrusted 
millions to him and many of them 
received the promised profits.

If the author 
of “The Mine With the Iron Door” feeis 
the glow of creation, in what way doe 
he differ from the author of “Lord Jim.” 
In fact. Harold Bell Wright te likely to be 
the more pleased of the two because 4 
great artist is alwars acutely conscious of 
the difference between his ideal and his 
actual] accomplishment.

ROME, Aug. 6.—The National 
Fascist council, with Premier Mus- 
solini presiding, exhaustively dis- 
cussed the political situation and 
the affairs of the Fascist party at 
three meetings yesterday. 

The council adopted a resolution 
declaring that no difference existe4 
between the Fascisti and the sol- 
Ciers because the flower of the 
army had met together under the 
Fascist ensign.

A further resolution forbade 
members of the Fascisti to enter 
Free Masonry on the pain of ex- 
pulsion from the party.

The veteran “cabby” was 4 
dapper, diminutive figure, and his 
high hat and long coat. with its 
ethiny buttons, was a welcome 
sight to many a reveller in the 
“old days,”’ because they knew that 
“Henry would get them home.” 
Schmidt had a keen sense of humor 
and, speakinz of vehicular trans- 
portation rates with a reporter 
curing his recent illness, he laugh- 
ingly boasted that the taxicah cor. 
panies had nothing on the “‘cahby’”’ 
cf old. “We used to ketch ‘em,” 
he said. “During the World's Fair 
I charged five Frenchmen $25 to 
haul them from Union Station to 
the Fair Grounds.” 

“Another time,”” Schmidt con- 
tinued, “14 ‘greenhorns’ came out 
of the station and wanted to go 
to the Green Tree Hotel on Third 
street.

HOLY YEAR POSTPONEMENT 
IS DENIED BY VATICAN 


Three Apostolic Constitutions Are 

Published Concerning In- 
dulgences During 1925.

ROME, Aug. 6.—The Vatican has 
denied a statement, published by 


the newspaper Sereno, concerning 
a probable postponement of the 
Holy Year celebrations to 1926. It 
was pointed out that three apostolic 
constitutions were published yes- 
terday regarding Holy Year. 

The first constitution suspends 
during Holy Year plenary in- 
‘'dulgences throughout the world so 
that the only indulgences remain- 
ing in force are those specially 
granted for the Holy Year festiv- 
ities in 1925. The second consti- 
tution grants special faculties to 
confessors for exercising their 
functions in Rome during 1925 and 
the third exempts women’s relig- 
ious communities and other cate- 
gories of persons unable to come to 
Rome for visits to the Roman 
basilicas in exchange for other re- 
ligious works which will be indi- 
cated by various bishops accord- 
ing to circumstances.
